Nd ſtraightway in the 
morning, the chief 
prieſts held a conſultation 
withtheelders and ſcribes, and 
the whole councel, and bound 
Jeſus, and carried him away, 
and delivered him to Pilate. 
And Pilate asked him, Art 
thou the king of the Jews? 
And he anſwering, ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the 
chief prieſts accuſed him of 
many things: but he anſwer- 
ed nothing. And Pilate asked 
him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou nothing? Behold, how 
many things they witneſs 
againſt thee. But Jeſus yet an- 
ſwered nothing: ſo that Pi- 
late marvelled. Now at that 
ſeaſt he releaſed untothem one 
priſoner, whomſoever they 
deſired. And there was one 
named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that had 
made inſurrection with him, 
who had committed murder 
in the inſurrection. And the 
multĩitude crying aloud, began 
to deſire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But 
Pilate anſwered them, ſaying, 
Will ye that I releaſe unto 


prieſts had delivered him for 
envy) But the chief prieſts 
moved the people, that he 
ſnould rather releaſe Barabbas 
unto them. And Pilate an- 
ſwered, and ſaid again unto 
them, What will ye then that 
I ſhall do unto him whom ye 
call the king of the Jews? and 


they cried out again, Crucifie 


him. Then Pilate ſaid unto 
them, Why, what evil hath 
he done ? and they cried out 
the more exceedingly, Cruci- 


fie him. And fo Pilate, willing 


to content the people, releaſed 
Barabbas unto them, and de- 


livered Jeſus when he had 
{courged him, to be crucified, 
And the ſouldiers led him 
away intothe hall, called Pre- 
torium ; and they call toge- 
ther the whole band. And 
they cloathed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about his 
head, and began to ſalute him, 
Hail king of the Jews, And 
they {mote him on the head 
with a reed, and did ſpit upon 
him, and bowing their knees, 


worſnipped him. And when 


they had mocked him, they 
took off the purple from him, 
and put his own cloaths on 
him, and led him out tocrucifie 
him. And they compel one Si- 
mon a Cyrenian, RPE 
by, 
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y, coming out of the counti 
0 Father of Alexander 190 
Rufus, to bear his croſs. And 
they bring him unto the place 
Golgotha, which is, being 
interpreted, the place of a 
ſcull. And they gave him 
to drink wine mingled with 
myrrhe ; but he received it 
not. And when they had 
crucified him, they parted 
his garments, caſting lots 
upon them, what every man 
ſnould take. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified 
him. And the ſuperſcri- 
ption of his accuſation was 
written over, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And 
with him they crucifie two 
thieves, the. one on his right 
hand, and the other on his 
left. And the ſcripture was 
fulfilled, which ſaith, And he 


was numbred with the tranſ- 


greflours. And they that paſ- 
led by, railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and ſaying, Ah, 


thou that deſtroyeſt the tem- 


ple, and buildeſt it in three 
days, ſave thy ſelf, and come 
down from the croſs. Like- 
wiſe alſo the chief prieſts 
mocking, {aid among them- 
ſelves, with the {cribes, He ſa- 
ved others, himſelf he cannot 
ſave. Let Chriſt the king of 
Iſrael deſcend now from the 
croſs, that we may ſee and be- 
lieye, And they that were cru- 
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cified with him, reviled him. 
And when the fixth hour was 
come, there was darkneſs over 
the whole land, until the 
ninth hour. And at the ninth 
hour jeſus cried with a loud 
voice, ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama 
ſabachthani? which is, being 
interpreted, My God, My G 
why haſt thou forſaken me ? 
And ſome of them that ſtood 
by, when they heard it, ſaid, 
Behold, he calleth Elias. And 
one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on 
a reed, and gave him to drink, 
ſaying, Let alone; let us ſee 
whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, and 
gave up the ghoſt, And the 
vail of the temple was rent in 
twain fromthe top to the bot- 
tom. And when the centurion 
which ſtood over againſt him, 
{aw that he lo cried out, and 
gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
Truly: this man was the Son 
of God. 
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The Epiſtle. Heb. 9. 16. 
WH: a teſtament is,

otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 
at all whilſt the teſtatour li- 


veth. Whereupon neither the 


> A 
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firſt teſtament was dedicated 
without blood: for when Mo- 
ſes had ſpoken every precept 
to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with wa- 
ter and ſcarlet-wool, and hyſ- 
ſop, and ſprinkled both the 
book and all the people, ſay- 


ing, This is the blood of the 


teſtament, which God hath 
enjoyned unto you. More- 
over, he ſprinkled likewiſe 
with blood both the taber- 
nacle, and all the veſſels of the 
miniſtry. And almoſt all 
things are by the law purged 
with blood ; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood is no remiſſi- 
on. It was therefore neceſſary 
that the patterns of things in 
the heavens ſhould be purified 
with theſe ; but the heavenly 
things themſelves with bet- 
'ter © mlices than theſe. For 
Chriſt is not entred into the 
holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the 
true, but into heaven it ſelf, 
now to appear in the preſence 
of God for us ; nor yet that 
he ſhould offer himſelf often, 
as the high prieſt entreth into 
the holy place every year with 
blood of others : for then muſt 
he often have ſuffered fince 
the foundation of the world; 
but now once in the, end of 
the world, bath he appeared 
fo put away fin by the ſacri- 


Where wilt thou that we pre- 


fice of himſelf. And as it is ap. 
pres unto men onde to die, 
ut after this the judgment : 
ſo Chriſt was once offered to 
bear the fins of many;and unto 
them that look for him, ſhall 
he appear the ſecond time 
without fin unto ſalvation.

For he that eateth and drink- 


eth unworthily, cateth and

would judge our ſelves, we 
ſnould not be judged. But 
when we are judged, we are 
chaſtned of the Lord, that we 
ſnould not be condemned 
with the world.

Then he queſtioned 
with him in many words; but 
he anſwered him nothing.

arayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and ſent him again to Pi- 
late. And the fame day Pilate 
and Herod were made friends 
together; for before they 
were at enmity between them- 
ſelves.
